J^AYOR PATTINSON is elected for his third term, this 
time by acclamation. Iu 1932, when radical agitation 
was acute, he won the mayoralty by six votes. In 1934 he 
increased his majority to 133 over Andrew Dow, candidate 
in that year. The third time he goes in by acclamation, a 
tribute of appreciation to his business-like administration of 
the ratepayers business. 

WAITING FROM Victoria prior to the election, he in¬ 
timated to his friends that he had no desire to retain 
the office if a candidate was nominated who would meet with 
^ke general approval of the ratepayers. Prior to becoming 
mayor for the first time in 1932, he had served for nine 
years as councillor, so that he might have withdrawn trom 
the council this year with credit to himself for his construc¬ 
tive policy during the years he has served the town. 

J-JE TOOK NO PART IN seeking office for another two- 
year-term. The mayor’s job has been no sinecure dur¬ 
ing the past four years. Many problems had to be met, yet 
he handled^the vexing relief problem with a minimum of 
expense to the ratepayers, and secured a maximum of value 
for the money spent in relief work, believing that it was far 
better for relief recipients to try and make reasonable return 
in work for the money disbursed. His policy of work and 
wages was preferable to handing out doles, and helped de¬ 
serving relief recipients to maintain their self-respect. The 
decision to elect him by acclamation is sufficient tribute 
from the majority of the ratepayers to encourage him to re¬ 
tain the office for another two years. 

FORMER COUNCILLORS seek re-election, but their 
election will be contested by James M. Allan and J. S. 
D’Appolonia, both resident business men of many years 
in Coleman. With three to be elected the ratepayers will 
have the opportunity to designate their choice on Monday. 
All five candidates are equally well-known, and doubtless 
have the interests of the town at heart. It is for the voters 
to decide if new faces will sit in on the 1936 council. 

SILENCE, PROVES CONSENT—at least so ’tis oft said. 

The small attendance at the ratepayers’ annual meeting 
last Friday might have demonstrated its truth, for including 
councillors, school trustees and town officials, sixteen were 
present. Yet it did not lack interest. Statements were 
read, questions were asked, votes of thanks were passed to 
those who had guided the destinies of the town during 1935, 
and the meeting closed in perfect harmony. Not even a 
discordant note was heard, and best of all a surplus or credit 
balance was shown to commence the new year, even though 
expenses were considerably increased by both council and 
school board. Bui ratepayers consider they received value, 
or there might have been more of them at the meeting to 
register their complaints. 

'J'OWN BY-LAWS* need a thorough reviewing. Here’s 
an instance showing the necessity. A club secured a 
charter from the provincial government, and opened up for 
business. The police raided it and found a few men gam* 
bling for small stakes. The money on the table might have 
bought a drink all round for the crowd, but it was sufficient 
to prove that gambling was going on. Yet the police struck 
a snag when they found the club had a charter from Edmon¬ 
ton giving them permission to carry on. The town had not 
been asked for its approval or otherwise of allowing the club 
to operate. There it something rotten when clubs can be 
licensed to gamble in face of opposition from the council" 
It renders the police powerless to control such places. 

^^HAT ARE JURIES FOR might well be asked in view 
of the latest action by Governor Hoffman of New Jer¬ 
sey re-opening the Lindbergh kidnapping case. Tried before 
a learned judge and jury, with every opportunity of proving 
he was not the killer of the baby, he failed to establish his 
innocence. To people of Canada and other countries under 
British rule, it appears preposterous that the findings of a 
court such as that which adjudged Hauptmann guilty should 
have its findings disputed by oue who took no part iu the 
trial, and who it is reported was not even present at it. Can 
it be wondered at that the United States has crime waves? 

gELOW ZERO temperatures^ are forcible reminders that 
winter can tighen its grip in the good old-fashioned way.

Death Ob The Road 

Seeisyp Victims Of Accidents Should 
Stop Reckless Driving 

A few months ago an article In 
the Literary Digest described in all 
their mirrors the injuries : uffered 
by people killed or maimed in auto¬ 
mobile accidents. The purpose of 
the article was to instil in the minds 

those who read them such 
nausea that they would be impressed 
with the idea of exercising care at] 
all times and prevent such things 
happening to themselves and 
others. Since then, several news¬ 
papers in the United States have fol¬ 
lowed that plan instead of simply] 
saying that So-and-So was killed 
and So-and-So badly hurt. Whether 
done any good or not we can¬ 
not say. 

An inquest was held at London, 
OnL, the other day on two men who 
were killed while motoring to Lucan. 
Three other occupants, all young 
people, were terribly injured. The] 
car must have been travelling at a 
terrific speed for the evidence show¬ 
ed that it skidded at an S curve; for 
297 feet, almost 100 yards, crashed I 
into a culvert and knocked out a] 
piece weighing 9,000 pounds, throw-1 
mg the concrete 19 feet, and the car] 
then hurtled through the air a dis¬ 
tance of 49 feet. The automobile was 
reduced to splinters and one of the 
injured men was impaled on a piece 
of metal and hung as if on a 
butcher's hook. 

This is a terrible story, and a ter¬ 
rible indictment of the fool driver 
at the wheel. He was one of the 
killed. The other man who was 
killed could have died from any one 
of five injuries.

One look at 
the victims of either of these acci¬ 
dents, we are sure, would make any 
driver swear off speeding and reck¬ 
less driving forever.
